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1994  Map 


ASU's  map  has  changed  a  lot  in 
the  last  ten  years.  The  Dean  B. 
Ellis  Library  addition  had  just  been 
dedicated  when  this  map  was  created 
in  1994.  Since  that  time,  the  old  Physi- 
cal Plant  building  that  housed  campus 
police  has  been  torn  down  and  a  new 
police  headquarters  has  been  con- 
structed. Computer  Services  has 
moved  from  the  pink,  metal  building, 
which  sat  near  the  Library,  to  a  new 
state  of  the  art  facility  next  to  the 
Physical  Plant.  The  Fowler  Center  has 
been  built  to  provide  space  for  per- 
forming art  students,  apartments  have 
been  added  for  more  student  housing, 
and  a  parking  garage  opened  in  the 
spring  semester  of  2002.  While  many 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  past 
ten  years,  these  were  just  "a  bump  in 
the  road"  compared  to  what  was  ex 
pected  in  the  next  few  years

Yellow  marks  the  spot. .  .even  while 
"you  are  here"  the  ASU  map  is 
changing  all  around  you.  The  new 
Reng  Student  Services  Center  began 
to  rise  from  the  mud  during  the 
summer  as  workers  welded  steel  and 
poured  concrete,  connecting  the  new 
building  with  the  current  Reng 
Center.  A  majority  of  the  Indian 
Village  trailers  were  moved  and  new 
married  family  housing  is  being  built 
in  their  place.  Ground  was  broke  for  a 
new  health  center  and  the  new 
Biosciences/Biotechnology  Building 
in  the  fall  and  a  section  of  Caraway 
Road  was  closed  to  allow  for 
construction.  Construction  on  the  new 
Track  Complex  also  began  during  the 
summer  and  plans  are  underway  for 
an  amphitheatre  between  the  Library 
and  the  Computer  Science  and 
Mathematics  building. 
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As  we  watch  new  buildings  go  up 
iround  campus,  plans  are  already 
underway  to  add  other  facilities  and 
make  additional  road  changes.  A  new 
liberal  arts  building  has  been 
designed  and  is  waiting  further 
funding  and  approval  before 
construction  is  scheduled  to  begin. 
The  building  will  stretch  across 
Caraway  Road,  forever  changing  the 
ASU  map.  Plans  were  also  underway 
for  a  new  Alumni  Center  on 
University  Loop  East  near  the 
Pavilion.  On  completion  of  the  Reng 
Student  Services  Center,  Phase  Two  of 
construction  will  move  into  the 
current  Reng  Center,  built  in  1964,  to 
update  the  space.  Talks  were  also 
underway  on  building  a  new  business 
structure.  Although  the  university  has 
made  great  advancements  in  facilities 
in  the  past  few  years,  we  still  have  "a 
long  road  ahead"  with  projects  that 
are  scheduled  to  begin  soon.

Different 
types  of  grass  industries 
were  discussed  in  this  class. 
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Agriculture  has  a  lot  of  stu- 
dent involvement.  Sarah 
Shahan  took  the  proper 
preparations  for  checking 
cattle  pregnancy.  The  glove 
was  a  necessity  for  this 
course. 


Horses  play  in  the  Eques- 
trian Center.  Students  were 
able  to  take  horse  riding 
lessons  at  the  center.  Stu- 
dents, faculty  and  staff 
were  also  able  to  board 
their  horses  at  the  stables. 
The  stables  were  located  on 
the  outskirts  of  campus. 
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The  turf  management  class  studies  different  grass 
types  on  the  ASU  campus.  The  football  field  brought 
about  a  good  discussion  for  this  topic.  The  students 
jumped  in  and  voiced  their  own  thoughts  about  the 
turf.

Various  types  of  animals  lived  at  the  farm  for 
students  to  take  care  of. 
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Jessica  Clark,  a  junior  nursing  major  from 
Somerville,  Tenn.  watches  as  Sarah  Huggins,  a 
sophomore  nursing  major  from  Jonesboro,  in- 
serts an  indwelling  catheter.  The  catheter  proce- 
dure was  one  of  the  most  difficult  procedures  to 
learn  the  first  semester.  In  nursing  school,  stu- 
dents could  not  make  below  a  70  percent  on  tests 
or  practicals  without  having  to  make  it  up. 

This  introduction  to  communication  disorders 
class  takes  time  out  to  pose  for  a  group  photo. 
The  class  studied  the  many  different  speech  and 
hearing  impediments  that  cause  communication 
disorders.  The  Department  of  Health  Professions 
in  the  College  of  Nursing  and  Health  Professions 
administered  this  program. 


Physical  therapy  students  listen  in  class  and  take  notes  as  the 
teacher  lectures.  This  neuroscience  class  studied  the  many 
functions  and  components  of  the  nervous  system. 

Students  pay  attention  as  their  instructor  gives  them  vital  infor- 
mation for  their  lab  for  the  day.  In  this  class,  they  learned  hands 
on  techniques  involved  in  physical  therapy.  This  class  was  a 
prerequisitic  for  physical  therapy  majors. 
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Several  first  semester  nursing  students  practice  changing  a  wound  dressing. 
This  was  one  of  many  skills  performed  in  the  audio  technical  lab.  Some  of  the 
other  skills  performed  included  inserting  an  IV,  making  a  bed,  sterile 
procedures  and  nasogastric  tube  insertion.

There  were  many  steps  to  giving  a  shot  and  they 
had  to  be  sure  to  get  them  just  right.  Students  also  had  to  give  shots  to  fellow 
classmates  for  a  grade. 
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Megan  Hunter,  a  physical  therapy  major  from  Trumann,  and  Nancy  Riggs, 
physical  therapy  graduate  from  Kennet,  Mo.,  practice  their  skills  for  their 
physical  therapy  class.  In  this  class,  the  students  put  the  information  they 
learned  into  practice.  This  hands  on  experience  gave  them  a  much  needed 
break  from  the  constant  lecture  of  most  classes.

Students  in  Mrs.  Ferrell's  strategies  for  college  success  read  over 
a  handout.  This  class  was  held  Monday  and  Wednesday  from  1 
until  1:50  p.m.  in  room  209  in  the  Education  Building.  Although 
developmental  reading  didn't  count  towards  GPA,  strategies 
for  college  success  did. 
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Ninty-nine  students  were  selected  for  Who's  Who 
Among  Students  in  American  Universities  and  Colleges 
during  the  fall  semester.  In  order  to  be  eligible,  students 
had  to  have  a  minimum  of  60  credit  hours  and  a  2.5  GPA. 
Graduate  students  had  to  have  a  3.5  GPA  and  a  minimum 
of  12  hours  at  ASU. 

Candidates  were  chosen  by  a  committee  based  on  their 
academic  achievement,  citizenship,  service  to  the  institu- 
tion, leadership  in  academics  and  extracurricular  activi- 
ties. The  committee  also  considered  each  applicant's  plans 
for  the  future.  Students  were  able  to  apply  through  the 
SGA  office  or  their  dean's  office. 

A  banquet  was  held  for  all  of  the  Who's  Who  students  at 
the  Fowler  Center  on  Dec.  2.  The  students  were  able  to 
bring  their  parents,  spouse  or  a  friend.  Recepients  were 
presented  with  framed  certificates.
